Sargent is of the opinion that if the 
strike of anthracite miners shall not 
be settled within the next 8 or IO 
days there probably will be a sym­ 
pathy .trik e in the bituminous fields.

Should a sympathy strike be decided 
upon, probably as many as 450.000 
miners in the bituminous fields would 
go out.”

WHAT IS GOING ON 
IN THE POTTERIES 


Not a few of the pottery workmen of 
this city receive copies of the papers 
published In the pottery towns of Eng 
land, and the last issue of the Stafford­ 
shire Sentinel received in this city was 
the cause of all 
kinds 
of talk. 
It 
seems that an old time English pot­ 
ter In one of the 
Trenton 
potteries 
sent a letter to that paper in which he 
said that when an English 
pottery 
workman arrived In the United States 
and obtained employment in a pot­ 
tery, speaking broad 
Staffordshire, 
he is called "Cheese Head,” or ‘ Mon 
from the Neck 
End," or “the 
Mon 
from feoslum.” The writer also advis­ 
es that before an English pottery work 
man comes to this country, he learn 
the English language. 
In concluding 
his letter the operative states that he 
was surprised to pay 20 shillings a 
week for ‘ boarding without washing.” 
The old English workmen in this city 
claim that the person who wrote sur-h 
a totter should he deported, as there is 
very little truth connected with it. Mr. 
Devon, a gloat kilnman at the D. E 
McNicol plant, who is one of the last 
English pottery workmen to rome to 
this city. In speaking of the article, 
said: 
'There is about as much truth 
In that statement as there is in the 
story that a sagger is a piece of gold. 
I know the* conditions in the pottery 
trade of England, and have learned 
conditions In America, and 
a man 
ashamed of his native language should 
not he allowed to work In a pottery. It 
Is the same as an American touring a 
foreign country; he is unable to speak 
correctly the language of that coun 
try." There are a number of English 
potters employed at the McNicol plant, 
and to say that they are sore at the 
article is expressing it mildly. 


This city has been favored by the 
Cone Fire Clay company, which has 
had its plant at Salineville for years, 
but which is composed of East Liver­ 
pool capital. 
No more will the com­ 
pany operate its Salineville plant, but 
instead all of its work will be done in 
this city in future. 
The company yes­ 
terday received all Its moulds from the 
Salineville plant, the shipment amount­ 
ing to H»>out two car loads. They were 
unloaded yesterday and taken to the 
plant of the East 
Liverpool 
Sagger 
company in the old John 
Rinehart 
building on Second street. 
The com­ 
pany has made an arrangement with 
the sagger company, and will make 
chimney tops on the third floor of its 
building. 
Work will he commenced 
Just as soon as the sagger company 
has its machinery in 
position. 
The 
fire clay company has a large amount 
of orders on hand, and permanent em­ 
ployment will be given to probably six 
men at the start, although this number 
will likely he increased Just as soon as 
the plant is in active operation. W. A. 
Weaver, president of the Cone Fire 
Clay company, when seen yesterday, 
said the company had received a large 
number of orders within the past few 
weeks, and the only trouble now is 
“how soon can 
we fill 
them." The 
first kilns of chimney tops have been 
sold, but as the two companies will be 
compelled to use the same kiln for a 
short time, it will be used jointly This 
will he the only plant in the city where 
chimney tops are made. 
The company 
is assured of a large business, as it is 
in the center of the pottery district. 


square. Only a few of these saggers 
were made, but if the* venture proves 
a success the company which is now 
making the slab will no doubt have 
it patented, as it is sure to he a good 
thing.- 


A number of 
improvements, it is 
said, have been planned at the Dia­ 
mond a part of the East Liverpool Pot­ 
teries company. The mould shop is to 
he removed from the west end of the 
third floor to the rear of the new bis­ 
cuit kiln on the south side of the plant, 
and two dishmakers and a presser will 
be placed in the room now occupied by 
the mould shop. 
The dishmakers will 
he brought up from the second floor, 
and the space now occupied by them 
will be converted into n warehouse for 
the glost end. 


Another specialty is being made in 
this city, and one that promises large 
returns. The first pieces have just 
been drawn from the glost kiln, and if 
the Idea is found 
to be successful, 
another avenue of industry will he 
opened in this city. 
It will be noticed 
by all who enter 
a 
grocery to pur­ 
chase goods that all up-to-date scales 
have a marble slab. upon which the 
purchase is weighed. 
Now it seems 
that marble is to be displaced by crock 
cry. 
In fact, there have been a dozen 
slabs made iu this particular plant, and 
all have come through the 
kilns in 
good condition, save one or two slabs, 
which, it seems, stuck to the stilts in 
the saggers. It might also be said that 
a special sagger had to he made for 
this new piece of ware, which is almost 


George C. Murphy, president of the 
East Liverpool Potteries company, was 
in Lisbon yesterday in company with 
Ambrose Massey, of the Diamond, and 
Thomas Robinson, manager of the 
East Liverpool plant. They were sum­ 
moned as expert witnesses in a case 
that was before common pleas court.

The many friends of George Smith, 
secretary of local union No. 9, who has 
been employed at Brunt’s, will be pain­ 
ed to learn that Mrs. Smith is criti­ 
cally ill at her home on Florence 
street. 
She has been ill for several 
weeks, and while it was generally sup­ 
posed that she was steadily improving, 
her condition has grown worse. 


A few of the potteries will not work 
tomorrow, while some are forced to 
work a part of the day in order that 
certain orders may be filled. 
In shops 
that have been working only part time 
it Is likely employes will take the en­ 
tire day. 


Charles DeBee, who has been em­ 
ployed as bench boss on the biscuit 
at the New Castle plant for several 
months, has returned to the city, and 
is now working at the Diamond. He 
does not propose to reurn to New Cas­ 
tle. 


John E. Smith, a glost kilnman at 
Laughlin No. 2, is very ill at his home 
on St. George street with an attack of 
lead colic. Attending physicians tell 
him he will be unable to work on a 
glost bench again. 


Although flag staffs are located on 
the roofs of several potteries, only one 
firm has thus far unfurled the emblem 
of liberty to the breezes. 
That Is at 
Laughlin No. 2, and the flag is quite a 
large one. 


It is stated that some stock in a lo­ 
cal pottery- was offered for sale last 
week for the extremely small sum of 
40 cents on the dollar. 
It is not re­ 
ported whether any sales were made. 


Owing to the firm not being rushed 
to the limit. Raphael Turner. William 
Smith and John Goodwin, glost kiln- 
hands at Brunt’s, are helping out for 
a few’ days at Harkers. 


William Murray, a sticker-up at the 
West End. who has been ill with pneu­ 
monia for several weeks, has recover­ 
ed, hut will he unable to continue his 
work for several days. 


John Sant, the well known clay 
salesman, who has been in

Falls for several days, has returned to 
the city.

Terrible Disaster of 
Monomy Lifeboat 


• 
While attempting to rescue the crew 
of the barge Wadena recently the boat 
of the Monomy life saving station, near 
Chatham, Mass., was upset, und all but 
one of both crews perished. Surf man 
Seth L. Ellis, the only survieer, tells 
the story of the disaster: 
“When all five men were lo the boat; 
Captain Eldridge sang out to cut tho 
painter. 
Surfman Osborn Chase cut 
awny the rope with nu ax. 
“IU going away from the barge we 
abl plied a small sea. Two of the Portu­ 
guese passengers then became excited 
and jumped up In the boat I caught 
them and forced the two Into the bot­ 
tom of the lioat. Then a large amount 
of water was shipped. As it came lo 
over the aide four men. all but Mr. 
Muck. captain of the barge, jumped alt 
over the boat, yelling with fear. Thlw 
interfered with our men In rowing, and 
more water was shipped. 
As those- 
crnsed fellows rushed toward the for* 
ward part of the boat it went over. 
“Slimll and Nickerson were on th# 
second thwart, Kendrick and Rogers 
on the third and Foye and myself on 
the fourth. 
“The first time we righted ber alt 
bands were all right, but aa soon as wa 
got ber right side up the Portuguese 
clambered In without any Idea of what 
to do. aud as the boat was half full of 
water she rolled right over aga lo. We 
nil went down again. As Foye came 
up he shouted to the captain, *1 struck; 
bottom tbut time, captain.' We sue* 
reeded In again righting ber, but she 
rout'd right over, aud when she came 
up ull of the passengers and Surfmao 
Foye were missing. The uext to go 
were Clinse. Nickerson and Small. I 
saw them once fifteen feet away, drift­ 
ing with the tide. but they soon sank. 
"Captain Kldredge told us not to* 
waste any more strength in righting 
(be boat, but to ding ou. Rogers. Ken* 
drlck and myself climbed upon the bot­ 
tom, while Captain Kittredge clung to 
the rudder brace and said, ‘Come. boy a 
help me up.'

COMRADES IN THE 
WHITE HOUSE

IN K veterans of the civil war 
were honored with the highest 
gift in the hands of the p<*op!e, 
election to the Whit.- House. 
McKinley, the last of the five. 
was nearer to the mass of his former 
comrades in arms because he came 
from the ranks. 
William McKinley’s 
army career was that of a typical 
American volunteer. 
While serving as a private in the 
ranks 
McKinley 
formed the army 
friendships which bound him to the 
old soldiers throughout ail his distin­ 
gu ish ed carcer. When be lay wounded 
to tile death in Buffalo, his old reg! 
ment, the Twenty-third Ohio, held its 
annual reunion at Cleveland, and the 
chairs which had been prepared for 
him on the platform and nt the banquet 
board were left vacant except for the 
drapings of the stars and stripes. These 
mute memorials were more impressive 
than tile real presence of the president 
would have been, for in the gatherings 
of old comrades ail ranks are leveled. 
President McKinley at the Cleveland 
festivities would have been one of the 
boys. Every private soldier who shared 
his dog tent or divided rations with 
Private William McKinley in 1861 
would have been the equal for a day 
of the president of the United States 
by the mystic bond of comradeship. 
Grant was the first president enrolled 
In the ranks of the Grand Array of the 
Republic. The year of his first inau­ 
guration. 1868, the Grand Army was in 
the second year of its existence and 
numbered but a few thousand veter­ 
ans. In that year the custom of deco­ 
rating the graves of the fallen com­ 
rades was first officially observed by 
the order. During the eight years of 
Grant’s occupancy of the White House 
the society gained in influence and 
membership. After he laid down the 
cares of office and was on the eve of 
departure on his trip around the world 
Grant was mustered in under a special 
dispensation suspending the rules for 
Initiating new members. The ceremony 
took place in Philadelphia in the pres­ 
ence of a delegation of comrades of 
Post I. Department of Pennsylvania 
Immediately after the muster the par­ 
ty 
repaired 
to Independence ball, 
where the ex-president and former gen 
eral of the army shook the fraternal 
hand of several hundred Grand Army 
men. On his return to Hie United States 
in ISIP Comrade Grant was given un 
enthusiastic welcome ut a mammoth 
Grand Army campfire held in the 
Academy of Music, Philadelphia. 
In 
tile course of a speech, accounted brief, 
but long for the “silent man" who ut­ 
tered it. he used three times the word 
so dear to the old soldier—that is. 
"comrades." 
General Hayes, General Garfield. 
General Harrison and Major McKinley 
were veterans of the Grand Army 
when they were called to the presiden­ 
tial chair. Hayes, Garfield and McKin­ 
ley came from the state noted for vet­ 
eran enthusiasm in ail things. Indiana, 
the home of Harrison, had a proud rec­ 
ord in the war, and the activity of her 
veterans since the founding of the 
Grand Army has kept lier in Hue aa a 
soldier state. 
Grant alone among the veteran presi­ 
dents was a professional soldier. Yet 
even he, West Pointer though he was, 
entered the war ae an Illinois volun-

teer. the colonel of a regiment. Hayes 
also began his military career as a 
regimental officer. While holding the 
rank of major he commanded his regi­ 
ment, the Twenty-third Ohio, at the 
battle of South Mountain in 1862. Aft­ 
er his promotion to the rank of colonel 
be led a brigade and before the w'ar 
ended won the star of a brigadier gen­ 
eral. 
Garfield’s earliest rank was that of a 
lieutenant colonel, but he was quickly 
promoted to colonel of the Forty-sec­ 
ond Ohio volunteers. In his first bat­ 
tle he commanded a brigade and won a 
victory at Middle Creek, Ky.. on the 
loth of January, 1862. For his achieve­ 
ment at Middle Creek Garfield was 
made a brigtdler general, and while 
serving on the eta I of Genera) Rose- 
crana with that rank be won a second 
star as major general for gallantry at 
Chickamauga. 
Harrison’* first commission was that 
of a second lieutenant the lowest 
grade, but when the company be help­ 
ed recruit was incorporated into a reg­ 
iment he became colonel. 
This regi­ 
m ent the Seventieth Indiana, he led 
in battle and came cut of the war a 
brigadier general. 
Grant was a full 
general. Garfield major general, Hayes 
and Harrison brigadier generals and 
McKinley iuaJort and all volunteer* of 
1861.

SHOCKING CASE 
OF INHUMANITY 


SICK CHILD AT SEBRING WOEFUL­ 
LY MISTREATED. 


Refused Food And Medicine By Rela­ 
tives—Cace Reported to the 
Town Council. 


Sebring. May 29.—A few weeks ago 
a girl about 12 years old and a niece 
of W. J. McIntosh, a local grocer, was 
called to Sebring by McIntosh to 
as­ 
sist in nursing his little daughter, who 
was very sick with what the attending 
physician 
pronounced as pneumonia. 
Later it was discovered the child was 
probably a victim of scarlet fever 
A few’ days ago the niece was taken 
ill and Dr. Klingensmith. who was call­ 
ed, pronounced her ailment scarlet fe­ 
ver. He at once proceeded to quaran­ 
tine the home and store room. 
This 
incensed McIntosh, who stated that ho 
would not pay for medical attention, 
would not provide or adm inister food 
and would charge $5 per week for the 
room occupied by his niece in her ill 
ness and made lier a charge upon the 
town. 
When Dr. 
Klingensmith 
returned 
Tuesday evening he found the patient 
in a cold room. She had not had food 
or water during the entire day, it 
is 
claimed, nor any attention 
whatever. 
Even the medicine to be given her at 
intervals was untouched. 
The doctor returned home and 
had 
prepared for 
the 
child 
some food, 
which he took to the house, and which 
the inmates, he claims, refused to give 
to her. 
The m atter was reported 
to 
the city council and the board ofhealth 
as a case of inhuman treatm ent and 
gross neglec t. 
Notwithstanding the currently 
be­ 
lieved statem ent that the first case of 
fever originated in McIntosh’s house 
and that his niece contracted it while 
nursing the McIntosh child, she was 
thrust upon the cold chanty 
of the 
world, homeless and friendless. 
Much 
bitter feeling exists in regard to hei 
treatm ent.

SICK CHILD AT SEBRING WOEFUL

Refused Food And Medicine By Rela 
ttves—Case Reported to the 
Town Council.

would not pay for medical attention, 
would not provide or adm inister food 
and would charge $•'> per week for the 
room occupied by bis niece in her ill 
ness and made her a charge upon the 
town. 
When Dr. 
Klingensmith 
returned 
Tuesday evening he found the patient 
in a cold room. 
Sin* had not had food 
or w ater during the entire day. it 
is 
claimed, nor any attention 
whatever. 
Even the medicine to be given her at 
intervals was untouched. 
The doctor returned home and 
had 
prepared for 
the 
child 
some food 
which he took to the house, and which 
the inmates, he claims, refused to give 
to her. 
The m atter was reported 
to 
the city council and the board ofhealtl 
as a case of inhuman treatm ent and 
gross neglect. 
Notwithstanding the 
currently 
be­ 
lieved statem ent that the first case of 
fever originated in McIntosh’s holist1 
and that his niece central ted it while 
nursing the McIntosh child, she was 
thrust upon the cold charity 
of 
the 
world, homeless and friendless.

Hanna and former Governor Aaa S. 
Bushnell, of Springfield. 
The latter 
had been here all week, hut Bunnell 
and Hanna never 
spoke 
aa 
they 
passed each other’s quarters. 
They 
had not spoken since the memorable 
contest for the senatorship In 1897. 
Before going to the convention yes­ 
terday they met in the moat cordial 
manner. 
The 
delegates who "got 
them together" gave glowing reports 
around the 
convention hall of the 
way they were calling each other 
"Mark" and "Aaa" again. 
Hanna and Cox Parted Friendly. 
Senator Hanna and George B. Cox, 
of Cincinnati, 
also 
had a friendly 
farewell last night, after a contest 
during the day over nominations. 
What were called Hanna men won 
on all ballots, but Cox supported none 
of the winners. 
In making up the 
state ticket Hanna and Cox were on 
opposing sides yesterday, the same 
aa in the contest for the organisation 
of the legislature last January, but 
good feeling prevailed after the con­ 
vention was over. 
While Senator Hanna waa cheered 
as he entered 
the hall, aa he an­ 
nounced the vote of his county dele­ 
gation. of which he was chairman, aa 
General Grosvenor and other speak­ 
ers referred to him, and on other oc­ 
casions, the mention of the names of 
President 
Roosevelt, 
Senator 
For- 
aker. Governor Nash and others were 
also cheered. General Grosvenor was 
heartily received as the permanent 
chairman, as was General Dick, when 
he read the resolutions, which were 
adopted 
substantially 
as 
he 
had 
drafted them, with the exception of 
the Cuban resolution, on which there 
was a compromise. 
Paid Tribute to McKinley. 
Gene’a1 
Grosvenor in his sp< e ll 
paid a warm tribute to the memory of 
President 
McKinley. 
He 
declared 
that the present prosperity of the 
country was due to the principles on 
which the late president had gone 
before the people and that by follow­ 
ing his counsel and precept steady 
advancement was assured. 
He said 
that 
President 
Roosevelt 
waa 
a 
worthy successor to McKinley 
and 
bestowed praise on the national ad 
ministration and the last congress. 
In accepting renomination at the 
head of the state ticket, Secretary of 
State Lewis C. Laylin referred to the 
state convention 
at 
Zanesville, in 
1895, at which the so-called triple a1 
Hance wag entered into that Included 
Bushnell for governor, Foraker for 
senator and McKinley for president. 
Secretary 
Laylin 
said 
they 
were 
equally united now for Senator Han 
na to succeed himself, although 
not 
so distinctly positive in expressing 
preferences In advance for president 
and governor. 
This reference to th? 
governorship was enjoyed by the del 
legates who have during the week wit 
nessed the dress parade bere of a 
half dozen or more aspirants for the 
gubernatorial nomination next year. 
The convention reassembled at P 
o'clock yesterday. 
After prayer by 
the Rev. M. O. Simona, pastor of the 
Unity church, in this city, Governor 
Nash, as the temporary 
chairman 
called for reports. The reports of the 
committee os credentials, rules and 
order of business were submitted and 
adopted. The report making General 
Charles 
H. 
Grosvenor 
permanent 
chairman, and continuing the rest of 
the temporary organization, was then 
adopted. 
When Governor Nash pre 
seated General Grosvenor the latter 
received an ovation. 
At the conclusion ct General Grot 
Tenor*! speech thg. pliHferfr..wa* pre 


sented and adopted without dissent. 
The platform says In part: 
Portion of the Platform. 
“The Republicans of Ohio, in rep 
reientative convention, before dealing 
with questions 
which 
immediately 
concern the living, turn aside with 
protbund reverence to lay their trib 
Ute on the grave of the dead. Our be 
loved leader has passed to the great 
beyond. 
None can miss him more 
than we who knew him best. 
"We deeply lament the tragic death 
of President 
McKinley and cherish 
the Illustrious life and noble example 
as the highest inspiration of patriotic 
consecration and service. 
Enshrined 
forever in the hearts of his country­ 
men. their unceasing devotion gar­ 
lands his memory, and on their aug­ 
mented content and greatness under 
his sure guidance

“To secure for labor the consider­ 
ation it deserves; to uphold the dig­

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ORTY years ago tho public cer­ 
emonies of Memorial day had 
not been I na inturn ted. 
The 
hard fighting of the war began 
In the spring of 1802. At Shi­ 
loh, Miss., In April, and on the Yir 
glnia peninsula and in the Shenandoah 
valley, in May, g n a t armlet* wrestled 
In heroic combat. 
Only a handful of 
the leaders of that early period sur­ 
vived to greet the fortieth anniversary 
of their maiden battles. 
Among the survivors who battled un­ 
der the banner of Grant, Lieutenant 
General Nelson A. Miles has long stood 
conspicuous by renson of his exalted 
rank, won by brilliant deeds on the 
field of battle. 
It was a favorite say-

tag of Napoleon’s after he became a 
great war lord that he dated from 
Rlvoll, one of bls early victories. Gen­ 
eral Miles dates from 18432, more par­ 
ticularly Fair Oaks, Va. 
When the battle of Fair Oaks was 
sprung upon the Army of the Potomac 
by a sudden and surprising onslaught, 
Miles was an aid-de-camp on the staff 
of General O. O. Howard. 
It was an 
irregular affair, like all surprises. Most 
of the troops were new aud the officers 
untrained in fighting. 
Howard’s bri­ 
gade was In the heat of the fight, aud 
be had an arm shot away. As he was 
leaving the field be called Miles to him, 
then a lieutenant in rank, and told him 
to rally a certain regiment whose colo­ 
nel had fallen and lead It Into battle. 
This trying duty young Miles perform­ 
ed with gallantry and wus rewarded 
with promotion to the rank of a field of­ 
ficer in a regiment, which he soon 
commanded. A good colonel la sure to 
go higher, and Miles went to the top. 
General George B. 
McClellan, or 
"Little Mac," as the soldiers called 
bim, was the Ideal war leader of forty 
years ago. 
He was youug, chivalric 
and enthusiastic. Ills men believed In 
him, and throughout the month of 
May, 1802, be led \ the army from 
Yorktown to the gates of Richmond. 
On the 1st of June he retrieved the 
disaster of May 31 at Fair Oaks, and 
the campaign entered on a new phase 
by the coming to the front of Robert 
IS. Lee, at the head of the Army of 
Northern Virginia, 
At the battle of Fair Oaks the skill 
of the leaders and the valor of the 
troops were tested by an attack which 
came without warning. The Army of

the Potomac lay with the two wings 
separated by the Chickahominy river 
A suddeu storm raised the river over 
Its banks and destroyed the bridges be­ 
hind the left wing, which was closest 
to Richmond. 
Taking advantage of 
the storm and flood, the Confederates 
fell upon the isolated wing. The fight 
raged all day. but McClellan crossed 
troops and guns on a partly subm erg'd 
bridge and on the morning of June I 
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made a desperate counter attack, re­ 
covering the lost ground. 
Fair Oaks was a field of heroism. 
The troops which crossed the floating 
bridge were bal on by “did Bull” Sum 
ner, father of General Sumner, who 
was distinguished 
In 
the Spanish 
American war. "Fighting Joe” Hook­ 
er's 
division was among the fiercest 
lighters of the day. 
Hooker dated 
from Fair Oaks, too, although his di 
vision had borne the brunt of the fight­ 
ing at Williamsburg May f#, only three 
weeks before Fair Oaks. 
The brilliant General Kearny, who 
flashed across the war horizon ut Fair 
Oaks and went down in gloom a few 
weeks later, was one of the popular 
leaders of the day. 
He had lost on 
arm in Mexico, and when he saw How­ 
ard’s plight ofter the surgeon had fix­ 
ed him up he said cheerfully, "How­ 
ard, you and I eon buy our glove* to 
getber after this." 
Kearny was In bls element at Fair 
Oaks. It was a field of rushing charges, 
individual exploits and hairbreadth es­ 
capes. 
The colonel of a belated regi­ 
ment reported to Koamy in the heat of 
battle and asked ta be instructed where 
to take his regiment In. 
"Oh. any­ 
where, anywhere, colonel,” said the Im 
petuous soldier. "You’ll find lovely tight 
Ing along the whole line." 
Custer cannot be put down among 
tho fighting heroes of Fair Oaks, al­ 
though he was in it and figured In one 
of the sensational war pictures of tbs 
day, taken "on the spot” by a camera.

Custer waa 
a staff officer and iu riding over the

supposed that au enemy could be in 
that quarter. The Confederate had, in 
fa c t lost his way and was far inside 
the Federal lines. He surrendered, and 
Custer took him to headquarters. While 
waitiug for the general to come up 
Custer uud the Johnuy, who was Lieu­ 
tenant J.

Washington, a "sure 
enough” F. F. V., for he belonged to 
the great Washington line, eat dowu on 
a log in front of the general's tout. 
The negro lad crouched a t the feet of 
his master, and In that pose the camera 
man caught the group and passed it on 
for newspaper illustration. 
While the eyes of the country were 
ou McClellan and his army before 
Richmond in May forty years ago, they 
were also fixed upon the Army of the 
West, whore G rant had suddenly flash 
ed iuto prominence. His sweeping vie 
tory at Donelson In February, 1862. 
raised very high hopes at first; then he 
fell uuder a cloud, and It seemed as 
though Donelson was a piece of iso 
lated blind luck and might never be re­ 
peated. The battle of Shiloh in April, 
bloody beyond all precedent In Ameri­ 
can history and won finally by stubborn 
valor, lifted the commander of the 
Army of the Tennessee to the front 
rank of heroes. 
After Shiloh, and as a result of that 
victory. Corinth, the key to the Missis­ 
sippi valley, fell into the hands of the 
north, and. although llalleck was the 
nominal chief, he saw uo fighting, aud 
Grant was the real leader. With Grant 
stood Sherman, the right arm of his 
commander and soon to take his place 
aa leader of the Army of the Tennes­ 
see. 
From the Shiloh campaign in April, 
1802, dated alto the Army of the Ohio,

McPherson, who afterw ard led the Ar­ 
my of the Tennessee to victory, served 
as a colonel on Grant’s staff at Shiloh, 
and Sheridan had not yet emerged 
from the obscurity of the quarterm as­ 
ter’s department. 
Hon Carlo* Buell, 
leader of the Army of the Ohio, almost 
shared with Grant the honors of Don­ 
ation, but the fortunes of war eclipsed 
his star, as it did that of McClernand, 
and both lingered on the stage nearly 
forty years as quite forgotten heroes. 
A simple line In McClellan's dispatch­ 
es to Washington announcing the bat­ 
tle at Williamsburg May 5 made glori­ 
ous a name which was one to charm 
with on the battlefield so long as the 
Army of the Potomac lifted its banners 
In the air. 
Ile wrote, "Hancock was 
superb today.” 
Lincoln used to say 
that he could make a general with a 
stroke of the pen. 
“Hancock the Su­ 
perb” was a clever stroke of phrasing, 
but the soldier who bore that title 
through three years of fighting was 
not a pen made hero. 
He looked’the 
part and lived up to IL 
Williamsburg soon 
ceased to be 
counted among battles after what fob 
lowed in front of Richmond. 
But for 
the men who fought it the technical 
name didn't signify. 
It was a matter 
of life and death to several thousand 
men for a day and a night. 
The ad­ 
vance guard of the Army of the Poto­ 
mac was held up on the road from 
Yorktown to Richmond by the rear di­ 
visions of the Confederates, who were 
executing the difficult task of getting 
away from Yorktown and covering 
Richmond from the enemy's attacks 
in the meantime. 
The Confederates blocked the road 
with felled trees to baffle the pursuit 
and barricaded the swampy and wood­ 
ed borders of tho road in the same 
way. 
By the roadside at the little 
hamlet of Williamsburg they had a 
fort of earth and logs, and when they 
found the Yankees at their heels they 
put some guns in the work aud stood 
fight. 
A cold rain was falling, and It 
waa a death trap, almost an ambush, 
for the boys in blue, who thought the 
enemy was demoralized by retreat 
The more the Yankees forged ahead 
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MONG the war leaders who wore 
the gray in 18412 General Joe 
Wheeler survived to tell the 
story of the conflict after two- 
score years had softened the re- 
trospect and former foes agaiu united 
to serve the common country. 
U ke 
General 
Nelson 
A. 
Miles, 
Wheeler 
dates from 1862. He was a West Point 
soldier trained for the cavalry and as 
a leader of squadrons won fame in the 
w est 
At Shiloh Wheeler made his debut bb 
a leader. He had recruited a regiment 
for one of the Alabama brigades, and 
the fortunes of the battle placed him 
at the head of the brigade at the close 
of the fight 
After a day of stubborn 
resistance, giving ground step by step 
and Inch by Inch, the southern army 
withdrew behind the ridge at Shiloh 
church and began to march back to Cor­ 
inth in the face of exulting foes. With 
his brigade Wheeler covered the first 
stage of the retreat, making a gallant 
stand at the church around a few can­ 
non planted by the aide of the Corinth 
road, the single open route through the 
swampy thicket 
Showing himself a 
soldier of energy and resource, he was 
soon afterw ard placed at the head of a 
corps of mounted men. 
W hat veteran 
of those days, especially those of the 
north, but has lively recollections of the 
wild rides and wilder raids of Wheel­ 
er’s cavalry? 
Robert E. Lee’s sudden rise to the 
top aa a leader of armies In 1862 was a 
surprise on both sides the line. He had 
fought against McClellan In West Vir­ 
ginia in the early summer of 1861 and 
retired without laurels. 
He was not 
at Bull Run and appeared to the army 
to be on the shelf In Richmond as coun­ 
selor, not a fighter. Already his beard 
was tinged with gray, for he was fifty- 
five years old. On the 31st of May, at 
Fair Oaks, the commander of the Ar­ 
my of Northern Virginia, General Jo­ 
seph E. Johnston, was disabled by a 
wound. 
Then Lee again took up the

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Lee called Longstreet in moments 
of good natured praise "my old w ar­ 
horse.” A general without a warhorse 
wouldn't get on very well; hut. figura­ 
tively speaking, a good right arm is 
the next best thing to a stout heart in 
a soldier. Stone well Jackson was Lee's 
right arm iu ail those masterly blows 
struck for the defense of Richmond 
and the Jam es in the twelve months of 
steady buttling which followed Fair 
Oaks and the advent of Lee. 
L e e dill 
not discover Jnekson. 
Stonewall dis­ 
covered himself. 
He was a watchdog 
set to guard Richmond by the way of 
the upper James, and he would have

role of active fighter. 
Salvation for 
the south lay in the salvation of Rich­ 
mond. and the enemy was already at 
the gates. 
Lee reorganize*! the army defending 
Richmond and the James. 
There was 
chaos in the Confederate camps about 
the same as in that of the north on the 
upper Potomac and in the Shenandoah 
valley. One army had fallen back be­ 
fore the enemy at Yorktown, another 
lay in the trenches ut Richmond, still 
another watched the Jam es below the 
city, and one was at Petersburg. Still 
farther away and guarding a side door 
was Stonewall Jackson at Staunton, in 
the valley. 
Lee gathered up the fight­ 
ing brigadt s. with their fighting briga­ 
diers. called to him Jackson aud Early 
and Ewell, brought up the Carolinians 
of Ransom, stationed Holmes as a 
watchdog dowu the river and formed 
his battle front with Longstreet, the 
two Hills. Andeison and Magruder. 
I.ee touched the pride of the horsemen 
of Virginia when he took Jeb Stuart's 
troopers into confidence aa “the eyes” 
of his army. Stuart dogged the enemy 
at every turn—at the river landings 
where 
Federal 
supplies 
were 
put 
ashore and along the wagon road and 
railroad from the lauding to the trench­ 
es. Just oue week of Lee warned Mc­ 
Clellan aud his army and Washington 
that the abandonment of Yorktown 
was not a prelude to the abandonment 
of Richmond and the James. Lee took 
the initiative, and history tells how the 
first siege of Richmond was raised by 
a week of battles half encircling the 
city ta June, 1862.

been tied to * stake at Staunton, the 
head of the Shenandoah valley, bad he 
been that kind of a "Touser.” 
But he 
wasn’t 
Jackson believed getting at 
the enemy first nnd not waiting to be 
mobbed in his beaten track. 
There 
were three ambitious armies in the 
field looking for laurels at the expense 
of Jackson in May, 1802. 
Stonewall 
had won his unique sobriquet at Bull 
Run and a little fame along with it. 
The army nearest to Jackson when 
he started to rid the valley of his trou­ 
blesome neighbors lay over the moun­ 
tain at McDowell, the advance of Fre­ 
mont’s command, which was coming 
up from West Virginia. Fremont was 
to destroy Jackson in his lair, but on 
the 8th of May Jackson disposed of 
Milroy and then disappeared. For two 
weeks Stonewall was anything but a 
stationary barrier to the march of the 
Federals under General Banks up the 
valley. It was then that another term 
was coined to describe the methods of 
this wonderful genius, "Jackson’s foot 
cavalry.” 
The main Federal force in 
the valley lay strung along from Win­ 
chester, near the Potomac end south, 
beyond Middletown to Strasburg, with 
a flank guard at the mountain pass 
through Front Royal. 
By quitting the valley at the upper 
end Jackson marched his troops stealth­ 
ily down east of the mountain and 
smashed the outpost at Front Royal. 
Pushing on into the valley proper, 
Jackson 
intercepted 
the retreat of 
Banks’ 
men 
back 
from 
Strasburg 
through 
Newtown, 
Middletown and 
Winchester. Half a dozen actions were 
fought, 
all 
put 
together 
scarcely 
amounting to a battle, but the eud of

gray. A student, a knight in courtliness, 
he loomed before the south as a man 
of destiny. Beauregard gave bis people 
Sumter and also Bull Run. He saved 
their army at Shiloh and made it clear 
that the disappointment, of that field 
was not to be laid a t his door. He had 
warned his chief who lost his life in 
trying to win the battle that valor there 
would be wasted for the south. A Rich­ 
mond wartim e story illustrates the 
unique position of Beauregard in the 
days when the south was looking for its 
savior. 
Lee had just been discovered, 
and not a few people believed that des­ 
tiny had fixed on him to the exclusion 
of the popular winners of first blood, 
including Beauregard. A deputation of 
creoles came to the capital from New 
Orleans, and some of the Virginians 
were enthusiastic in praises of Lee as 
the man for the hour. 
"Lee? 
Lee?” 
said one of the deputation, with an air 
of mystification. "Never heard of him. 
But w hat about Beauregard?” 
From Shiloh Beauregard was sent to 
command the defense of Charleston. 
Now, Charleston, both for the defend­ 
ers and the assailants, came to be look­ 
ed upon much like South Africa to the 
British generals—the "grave of many 
bright military reputations.” It didn't 
entirely eclipse Beauregard. 
Stonewall Jackson set it down as an 
axiom that success in w ar lay in mys­ 
tifying the enemy. 
Lee used cavalry $

When the battle of Fair Oaks was 
sprung upon the Army of the Potomac 
by a sudden and surprising onslaught, 
Miles w as an aid-de-camp on the staff 
of General O. O. Howard. 
It wus an 
Irregular affair, like all surprises. Most 
of the troops were new aud the officers 
untrained In fighting. 
Howard’s bri­ 
gade w as in the heat of the light, aud 
he had sn arm shot awny. 
As he was 
leaving the field he called Miles to him, 
then a lieutenant In rank, and told him 
to rally a certain regiment whose colo­ 
nel bad fallen nnd lead it Into battle. 
This trying duty young Miles perform­ 
ed with gallantry nnd was rewarded 
with promotion to the rank of a field of­ 
ficer In a regiment, which he soon 
commanded.

McClellan, or 
“Little Mac,” aa the soldier* called 
him, was the Ideal war leader of forty 
years ago. 
He was young, chivalric 
and enthusiastic. 
Ills men believed In 
him, and throughout the month of 
May, 1802. he led i the army from 
Yorktown to the gates of Richmond. 
On the 1st of June he retrieved the 
disaster of May 31 at Fair Oaks, and 
the campaign entered on a new phase

At the battle of Fair Oaks the skill 
of the leaders and the valor of the 
troops were tested by an attack which 
came without warning.

The story of the disaster to Sickles’ 
corps a t Gettysburg is well known to 
all who are fam iliar with th at battle.

McKinley

friendships which bound bim to the 
J old soldiers throughout all bis distin- 
j guts bcd carcer. When he lay wounded 
to the death in Buffalo, his old rcgi 
ment, the Twenty third Ohio, held its 
annual reunion at Cleveland, und the 
chairs which had been prepared for 
him on the platform arid at the banquet 
board were left vacant except for the 
drapings of the stars and stripes. These 
mute memorials were more Impressive 
than the real presence of the president 
would bn re been, for in the gathering* 
of old comrades all ranks are leveled. 
I’resident McKinley at the Cleveland 
festivities would have been one of the 
l»oys. Every private soldier who shared 
his dog tent or divided rations with 
Private 
William 
.McKinley in 
IMAI 
would have been the equal for a day 
of the president of the United States 
by the mystic bond of comradeship. 
Grant was the first president enrolled 
In the ranks of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. The year of his first Inau­ 
guration, 18(>K, the Grand Army was In 
the second year of Its existence and 
numbered but a few thousand veter­ 
ans. In that year the custom of deco­ 
rating the graves of the fallen com­ 
rades was first officially observed by 
the order. During the eight years of 
Grant’s occupancy of the White House 
the society gained In In ti uenee and 
membership. After he laid down the 
cures of office and was on the eve of 
departure on his trip around tho world 
Grant was mustered In under a special 
dispensation suspending the rules for 
Initiating new members. The ceremony 
took place in Philadelphia in the pres­
